Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claim 1 comprises a limitation of ^'a 
fast blow in short circuit Zener diode lightning arrester". It 
is not clear if it meant to indicate a fast blow Zener diode, a 
fast blow arrester or a fast blow fuse (disconnector) • 

4. Claims 11-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C- 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. A limitation of Claim 11: until a 
blow-out power of the Zener diode is reached'' is indefinite. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 4-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 

allowance: 

•6. Independent Claim 4 is allowable because none of the prior 
art of record disclose a device for protection against voltage 
surges in electric power supply line that is formed by an 
envelope of substantially cylindrical shape with two metal rings 
insulated from one other and constituting two terminals, each of 
being connected to the common terminals of two elements - a 
zener diode and a varistor in combination with the other claim 
limitations . 

7. The allowability of independent Claim 10, at least in part, 
resides in the structure described above which has not been 
disclosed in the prior art found in the search. 

8. Claims 5-9 are dependent on allowable Claim 4 and therefore 
allowable .
